children have so much 
worry as long division. . 
Why, for instance, should you have 
the child begin by dividing .3298 by 
“212° Why not have him” begin by 
dividing by 4 or 2, going through the 
first steps of long division? Then 
after you do for him gx few more as 
easy, to shaw him how, he could step 
up to a problem with.a remainder, 
as 9 divided by 4. Then after prac- 
tice on several more-ns: simple he 
could divide 84 ‘by 2, for Instance. 
After more practice on types of this 
sort he could divide 75 by 5, and so 
on. He could have a total of several 
hours of practice (in 15-minute 
periods) on such easy sieps before 
beginning to divide with a two-place 
divisor. A 
But you may say that such casy 
numbers can be divided by- short 
division. So they can. But I 
wouldn’t bother the child with short 
division at all until after he has 
grown fairly skilful at long division 
(of numbers easily divided by long 
division},. Then in a few lessons he 
could master short division. The 
main thing we are getting at is to 
help the child. master a method of 
operation in Jong divislon by the 
easiest way possible, : 
Avoid Confusion 
Anything we can do to load the 
learner to achieve (in any akill) from 
one very simple step to another only 
very slightly harder will help avold 
his confusion and discouragement. 
Tho text books often use the old 
complicated. ways. Also Tf once 
wrote in a schobl journal of this 
simmplo -way. But so far as I can 
ascertain, teachers Have stuck to the 
“old, hard way. I despair. of thelr try- 
ing to make the. subject more simple. 
Parents who are a bit more practicn, 
perhaps, might .choose to try: it. 
-- Anyway, in-preparing any ‘child 
for long division, make sure he 
we -the . multiplication. factors 
needed, can subtract well, and ensily 
discern whether a simple number Js 
larger or smaller than another— 
whether, for example, 8 is more or 
. less than 11, 23 more or less than 
19. 369 more or less than 372, -

ERHAPS there is nothing elée in 


London, as its name implies, sends- 


visitors ‘In on advisory capacity to 
help Jn the hospitals of Greater 
London. The: first-step taken: to- 
wards ‘effecting Improvements was 
the appointment of catering officers. 
Their sole responsibility is {fo deal 
with every branch ‘of the catering 
‘rrangetents, ineluding’ the ‘buyii¢ 
ofall stocks jn bulk for the pre- 
paration-of menus; for the cooking 
and serving of ments in conjunction 
with the chef and kitchen staff, and 
for planning the tctary with the 
hospital dieticians, 


INTERESTING DATA 

A survey of some of London's 
Jargest hospitals has provided some 
interesting duta on the way in which 
the centering officers, or nutrition 
experts are dealing with the prob- 
Iems of feeding. everyone under 
thelr cars, despite tabour difficulties, 
rationing. and shortages of every 
kind, and the constant need for 
reference to the Ministry of Food 
and the local Food Office. 

One fact emerges clearly from 
the cross-section survey, and that Is 
with regard to the feeding plans the 
staff, especially the resident. staff, 
from doctors to domestics, arz con- 
sidered as equally important as the 
patients. Unlike the prtients, the 
staff live in the hospital for years 
instead ‘of weeks, and it is now 
recognised as an essential that they 
should be provided with appetising, 
well-balanced meals of required 
nutritional value, attractively served 
at suitable times, in pleasant sur- 
roundings, with cnough Iecisure to 
enjoy them, ' 

There is completo falmess with 
regard to the shoring of rattons and 
of the unratloned foods, esprelally 
of the more oappetising items In 
short supply, for the catering officer 
guards the interests of the whole 
staff. 

The main meal is served tn the 
middle of the day for patiznts and 
burses. When the meal includes 
ronst. meaty this js given to the 
dcctors, and’ sisters for the evening 
meal, in order that they may havo 
time to cat it,since roast meat 
cannot be served very often. ‘fhe 
catering . officer: ot St, Thomas's 
Hospital, London, the great block 
that’ lies on the banks af tho 
Vhames, opposite the Houses.. of 
Parliament, has another feason for 
cerving the main meal at night. 
Its ‘visiting staff is very large, and 
for thes¢ workers no main rations 
ere drajyn; snack meals of un- 
rationed foods are therefore pro- 
vided, and they do not consume the 
staff's rations, 


“AW hospitals, like domestic homes, — 


work primorily on the basic rations, 
which are constant, and drawn for 
each in-patient and resident member 
of the staff. 


DETAILED FORMS 


Addex. to these basic rations, there 
i3 an allowance, comparable to that 
of an ordinary industrial canteen, 
for any meal served to membern 
of the visiting staff. This allowanco 
varies, and detailed forms, showing 
the number of het drinks, Iunchcon 
teas and snack meals served during 
a rationing period, have to be filled 
in by the catering officers, and re- 
turned to the local Food Ofice. 

Then there is an ‘occasional 
allowance of cooking fat, which en- 
ables the chef to serve a favourire 
meal in_Britain more frequently— 
{ried fish and chips, enjoyed by 
patients and staff alike. To All in 
the gaps left after the rations have 
been used, unratloned foods (among 
them fish) must be found. This has 
been increasingly diMlcult with the 
dearth of many .of the’ tinned ments 
formerly bought: 
States. toe 

There are, however, availabt 
from, time ‘to. time, varying quantl- 
ties of poultry, game and offal, such 
as sweetbreads, liver, hearts, oxtulls 
and trippy.

AT ST. GEORGE'S - 

In the big kitchens of St George's 
Hospital, which faces the gardens 
of Buckingham Palace, . at Hyde 
Park Corner, London, 1 saw __ tlie 
‘kitchen staf busy with chickens 
.and baskets of. ‘mushrooms, pre- 
paring chicken cn casserole for the 
nurses and patlents next day, The 
next {ime the catering oMcer would 
be able to buy chickens advantage- 
ously, It would be the turn of the 
sisters and doctors for thls savoury 
dish, for there is seldom enough for 
everyone Jn the establishment on 
one .occasion, so all good things aro , 
served In strict ‘rotation to the 
different sections, Ice cream js on 
the menu almost every day at St 
George's; some days it {3 ‘avaitable 
fo the staff, same days to patients, 
and it is always: given to patients 
with throat ailments, ‘Sometlires It 
Is served with’ chocolate sauce for 
extra nourishmont, sometimes with 
black currant or other fruit puree, 
for making up the necessary vitamin 
C intake for the day. Some of the 
hospitals make their own calsea for 
fea, St George's, cramped for 
space, hands tts permit for fat and 
sugar set aside for baking,- to a 
famous ‘firm of caterers, who send 
back jam rolls,, Jam tarts und 
chocolate. cakes. These are supplied 
fo the staff for ten three times ao 
‘week and one afternoon ‘during 
the week-end. 


WEEKLY RATIONS 

In this hospital it is the custom {o 
give to every niember of the staff, as 
well as to cach. patient, his own 
weekly ration of butter, margarine, 
sugar and preserves. The catering 
officer believes that individuals are 
{hus able {o have .the full. Intake 
of these valuable items of dict, using 
them as they prefer, the fats on 
polators or on fish rather than on 
rend, the sugar on fruit or pudd- 
ings in- preference to taking it in 
beverages, nccording to taste. This 
stage of attninment in entering 1s 
by -no means the -Jast. Every 
hospital aims at stil higher standart 
of diet for all. As yet the profes- 
sion of hospital dicticlan or nutrl- 
tion expert Is in its ‘carly stages but 
since salaries for these posts 
higher than formerly, young people 
are, being attracted to them in = far 
larger number, and they -wilk be 
welcomed by hospital committecs. 
If the standard of fare in  somu 
London hospitals is exceptionally 
high It is the advent of the cater- 
ing officer that has made possible 
the better conditions, for he or she 
is there to see that waste is stopped 
and_to buy every commodity to the 
very best advantoge and fit the best’ 
markets; also to give thought and 
caro fo the planning of meals,. 
* The ordinury housewlfe will 
appreciate what all this = means, 
for she. knows that when she buys 
cloverly, is imaginative in her cater 
_ing and fs careful to waste nothing, 
she can provide for her fatnily In a 
manner that is far more nutritious 
than of the woman who gives no 
thought to her housekeeping.
